In 
a  few  hours,  especially  during  «neh  n  season  as 
this,  the  action  of  the  sun  and  atmospheric  In 
fluencee  convert  the  water  iuu»  a  iukl  which 
renders  the  stream  a  curse  instead  0/  a  blessing 
to  the  community. 

NY  hat  then  most  be  done’  The  dam  at  this 
rnQl  and  those  below,  by  holding  in  abeyance, 
as  it  were,  this  nudes  of  poison,  intensify 
an  I  render  doubly  potent  its  lnfltX(S?rs  for 
evil.  Removing  those  dams  and  allowing  the 
stream  free  aud  uninterrupted  course  would 
doubtless  remedy  the  evil  to  a  very  great  extort 
But  .what  mast  be  done  to  prevent  a  mighty 
coutagion  from  breaking  ont  among  ns  in  the 
near  future  t  Surely  not  removing  these  dams, 
which  are  necessary  to  Important  industries; 
but  simply  for  Wheeler,  and  all  others  guilty 
of  the  defilement  ol  the  stream,  to  be  stopped 
hv  some  means  and  that  quickly.  Some  acal- 
dent  to  Wheeler’s  machinery  has  caused  a  sus- 
g.ensioD  of  work  for  some  days  and  a  marked 
change  can  be  noticed  In  the  color  and  odor  of 
he  water  in  the  pond;  which  goes  far  towards 
confirming  the  assertions  l  have  made.  .
